When the Azalea reached the light­ 
ship the weather was comp arativ ely 
calm, hu t the light v essel was well 
down in the water and rolling consid­ 
erably in the easy swells. 
Cap tain Gorgonson, the commander 
of the lightship , told Cap tain Gibbs, of 
the Azalea, that he thou ght his v essel 
con Id he towed to p ort. 
The heavy cable on the lightship 
was at once cu t and a tow line from 
the .\zalea sent aboard.
